Specification [01 10] to [01 14]. 
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Species 6, embodiment 6, Figures 6, drawn to a transflective LCD per 
Specification [0115] to [0122]. 

Species 7, embodiment 7, Figures 7, drawn to a transflective LCD per 
Specification [0123] to [0129]. 

Species 8, embodiment 8, Figures 8, drawn to a transflective LCD per
